PROPOSED MODIFICATION OF PHILIPPINE TRADE ACT OF 1946 

The Department of State in a communication to the Congress on May 13 requested 
an eighteen months’ extension of the period’ of free entry of Philippine articles into the 
United States from July 4, 1954, to January 1, 1956. Legislation proposed for implementing 
this request would enable the President of the United States to bring this extension into 
effect by proclamation to cover that period between the aforementioned dates for which 
like treatment is accorded United States articles entering the Philippines. 

The draft bill which was forwarded to the Congress was prepared in response to a 
specific request from the Philippine Government and as a result of an agreement that 
both Governments should seek an eighteen months’ extension of the present free-trade 
period, during which time the basic modifications which the Philippine Government seeks 
in the 1946 Agreement on Trade and Related Matters could be considered.

Dee THE PAST TWO YEARs, importations from Japan have become exceed- 


of 1953 when serious consideration was given by responsible American 
importers to cease all importations from Japan due to difficulties encountered 
upon the entry of Japanese merchandise. These difficulties were the result of a 
series of export price control regulations promulgated by the Japanese Ministry 
of International Trade and Industry (MITI) which is a governmental agency 
roughly equivalent in power and functions to the United States Department of 


Commerce. 

The export price control regulations is- 
sued by MITI fix minimum export prices 
at which exporters in Japan can sell and 
ship to importing countries (United 
States) specified products of Japan. These 
regulations require that prior to the issu- 
ance of an export license to the Japanese 
exporter, he produce an invoice properly 
certified by the American Consul in Japan 
indicating the purchase price of the mer- 
chandise to be in an amount equal to, or 
higher than, the specified MITI minimum 
price. There is apparently a further re- 
quirement that evidence of pavment by the 
American importer in the amount desig- 
nated within the certified consular invoice 
be submitted to MITI officials by the Jap- 
anese exporter. 

The MITI export control prices set forth 
in the regulations have not kept pace with 
the lowered cost of production of the Jan- 
anese manufacturer; the competitive fac- 
tors within Japan; or the basic economic 
law of supply and demand. As a result 
thereof, some manufactured products con- 
trolled by MITI regulations are now freely 
offered by Japanese exporters to all Amer- 
ican importers at prices lower than the 
minimum prices at which they can be 
legally exported. 

In order to circumvent the MITI con- 
trols and to effect the sale of manufactured 
products below the minimum prices set by 
such controls, there has come into general 
nractice a form of rebate granted by the 
Japanese exporter to the American im- 
norter in an amount equal to the difference 
between the actual purchase price agreed 
by the parties, and the higher price as re- 
quired by the MITI regulations. 

A typical transaction illustrating the 
practice is as follows: Assume that the 





MITI minimum price on sewing machine 
heads is $10 per head, while the freely 
offered price by the Japanese exporter to 
American importers is $8 per head. An 
order is placed with the Japanese firm for 
100 machine heads at the price of $8 per 
head. Prior to shipment of the merchan- 
dise and in order to obtain an export con- 
trol license, the Japanese exporter must 
submit to MITI a certified consular invoice 
indicating the purchase price to be in ac- 
cordance with MITI regulations together 
with evidence of payment from the Amer- 
ican importer in the amocnt of the pur- 
chase price as stated upon the consular 
invoice. Upon arrival of the merchandise 
in the United States, entry is made through 
Customs by the American importer on the 
basis of the false consular invoice at $10 
per head. The Japanese exporter there- 
after remits to the American importer a 
rebate, in one form or other, in the sum 
of $2 per head, or in this case $800, repre- 
senting the difference between the actual 
purchase price and the higher amount paid 
to the Japanese exporter in accordance 
with the MITI control regulations. 

The difference between the higher MITI 
price and the lower true purchase price is 
accounted for by the Japanese exporter to 
the American importer by means of several 
methods. Where an amount equal to the 
MITI price has been remitted to Japan by 
the American importer, as in our example 
above, the amount of the rebate due is 
credited to the account of the American 
importer in Japan or to the account of an- 
other firm with whom the American im- 
porter has discounted the amount of the 
rebate. In order to obviate this necessity 
for the payment of an actual sum of money 
to the American importer, the terms of

shipment are sometimes incorrectly stated 
in the consular invoice to indicate, for ex- 
ample, the terms to be FOB point of ship- 
ment, when in fact they are CIF, New 
York, with all freight charges being pre- 
paid by the Japanese exporter. Other 
methods used to avoid the MITI controls 
are the falsification of the consular invoice 
by the Japanese exporter so as to describe 
the quality of the merchandise as inferior 
to the actual quality shipped thereby re- 
sulting in a lower invoice value; the falsifi- 
cation of the consular invoice so as to mis- 
describe merchandise in order to remove 
it from the MITI controls; the falsification 
of the invoice to indicate a lesser quantity 
than actually shipped thereby reducing the 
value of the shipment; the shipment of 
additional spare parts or merchandise 
which are not invoiced; and the reduction 
of price on subsequent shipments to the 
same importer which are not controlled 
by MITI regulations. 

During the early part of 1952 the con- 
scious falsification of the certified consular 
invoice by the Japanese exporter together 
with the apparent consent to such practice 
by the American importer, became the sub- 
ject of serious discussion on the part of 
United States customs officials. These cus- 
toms officials were faced with an anoma- 
lous situation where, in the great majority 
of cases, the faltification of the invoice was 
in the form of an overvaluation resulting 
in no loss or possible loss of revenue to 
the government. The situation, however, 
was considered quite serious in view of the 
flagrant disregard for the integrity of the 
declaration before United States consular 
officials in the execution of the consular in- 
voice and the possibility of future actions 
which might lead to a loss or possible loss 
of revenue on the part of the government. 

Many conferences were held by custom 
officials with the importers and their rep- 
resentatives, as well as with representa- 
tives of the Japanese Government and Jap- 
anese exporters. These conferences were 
successful in that the great majority of 
the American importers concerned com- 
menced to notify customs of the true value 
of the merchandise upon making entry. The 
conferences were not successful in that 
they failed to stop the falsification of the 
invoice at the source in Japan. It was 
therefore concluded by Customs officials 
during the latter part of 1952, that in or- 
der to preserve the integrity of the declara- 
tion taken before consular officials; to pre- 
vent future actions which might lead to a 
loss of revenue on behalf of the govern- 
ment; and to compel compliance with 
United States standards as to the truth- 
fulness of representations on United States 
consular invoices, claims for forfeiture 
value to be set up under the provisions of

section 592 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended, against those importers entering 
merchandise from Japan on the basis of a 
false consular invoice. Section 592, supra, 
provides for the seizure of merchandise, 
or a claim for forfeiture value in the 
amount of the domestic value of the mer- 
chandise where no seizure has been made, 
if merchandise is entered or introduced 
into the commerce of the United States by 
means of a false invoice or any false prac- 
tice. These claims were set up even though 
such falsification resulted in the overvalu- 
ation of the merchandise rseulting in no 
loss or possible loss of revenue to the Gov- 
ernment. A formula was devised by the 
Government whereby these claims for for- 
feiture value were mitigated upon petition 
of the importer for relief pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 618 of the Tariff Act, 
to an amount equal to 5% of the rebate 
or $25 per invoice, whichever was higher. 
This formula was to be applied only on 
condition that information regarding the 
true values was voluntarily submitted by 
the importer prior to or upon entry of the 
merchandise, and there was no possible loss 
of revenue to the Government. In all other 
cases considered to be of a more serious 
nature, higher penalties were to be ex- 
acted. 

During the early part of 1954, a new 
policy was instituted by the Bureau of 
Customs in regard to this line of cases. 
It was decided that where upon entry of 
the merchandise the importer voluntarily 
submits information to the Collector rela- 
tive to the correct values on the invoices, 
a bond for the production of a correct con- 
sular invoice would be demanded by Cus- 
toms of the importer, and failure to file a 
corrected invoice within six months would 
cause the assessment of liquidated dam- 
ages under the entry bond. The Collector 
was thereafter authorized by the Bureau 
in those cases where a corrected invoice 
was not filed within the six months period, 
and in which a petition was filed by the 
importer indicating evidence of a valid 
attempt to procure a corrected invoice, to 
collect liquidated damages under the bond 
in the sum of $25.00. It is well to note that 
cases involving a false invoice in which in- 
formation is not supplied voluntarily upon 
entry to the Collector may still be treated 
as violations of section 592 of the Tariff 
Act. 

The reasoning behind the change in pol- 
icy was one of administrative expediency 
which allowed the Government to handle 
the vast number of cases of this type with- 
out the exhaustive and expensive investi- 
gations and conferences required in the 
consideration of matters ensuing under 
Section 592 of the Tariff Act. In addition, 
the treatment of these matters as liqui-

CUSTOMS SIMPLIFICATION ACT OF 1954 


tepresentative John W.

Rules and Regulations under the 
Fabrics Act officially promul- 
gated by the Federal Trade Commission to 
be effective July 1, 1954, are now available. 
Copies will be furnished upon written re- 
quest, 

In cooperation with other interested or- 
ganizations, the National Council submitted 
to the Federal Trade Commission several 
recommendations for the clarification of the 
scope of the Act. Consequently, interested 
members will note that the FTC has ruled 
that handkerchiefs up to finished size of 
24 inches square, and ornamental millinery 
veils or veilings used as a part of, in con- 
junction with, or as a hat are not “articles 
of wearing” apparel subject to the Act. 
Tn addition, according to Rule 1 (a) (6), 
textile fabrics less than two inches in 
width are not subiect to the Act: textile 
fabrics less than 6 inches in width need be 
tested in the lengthwise direction only: and 
textile fabrics or articles of wearing ap- 
parel not customarily washed or dry- 
cleaned need not be tested in the washed 
or dry-cleaned state. 

The National Council and other interested 
froups strongly support the Purtell bill, 
S. 3379. which proposes to substitute a more 
realistic method of testing flammability for 
the rigid one now in the Act, and also to 
exclude from it searfs made of plain sur- 
face fabrics. This bill was promptly passed 
by the Senate, but it now seems to be 
bogged down in the House Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce. Certain 
Congressmen are exerting every effort to 
prevent any amendments to the Act, and 
certain domestic groups oppose the exclu- 
sion of the scarfs as a tariff matter. This 
House Committee is also considering another 
bill which proposes to put in the Act the 
same method of testing flammability that 
is in the Purtell bill, but makes no refer- 
ence to searfs. Because of the intense op-

dated damages under the bond is much 
more sound when considered from a legal 
viewpoint. It is highly doubtful that any 
seizure or claim for forfeiture value under 
Section 592 of the Tariff Act can be con- 
sidered valid where the importer at the 
time of entry has supplied information to 
the Collector relative to the correct value 
of the merchandise, and has made entry on 
that basis rather than upon a false invoice 
executed by the foreign consignor. This 
position is supported by U. S. v. Nineteen 
Bales and Sixteen Bundles of Rags, 247 
F.R. 580; U. S. v. One Case No. 1577, 234 
F.R. 856; and the provisions of Section 487 
of the Tariff Act, as amended. 

The chaotic conditions which existed be- 
tween American importers of Japanese 
merchandise has subsided for the time 
being and the situation is no longer con- 
sidered critical. Most importers are now 
merely including the amount of the bond 
charge and the liquidated damages in the 
cost of importing the merchandise without 
further thought in the matter. However.

the involved industries to readjust its pro- 
cedures within a reasonable time or suffer 
the possibility of more severe penalties. 
It cannot be stressed too strongly, that cus- 
toms officials in the United States will 
probably not allow the deliberate falsifica- 
tion of the consular invoice by Japanese 
exporters with the apparent consent of the 
American importer for an indefinite period 
of time. Efforts should be expended to cor- 
rect the situatino in Japan in as short a 
time as possible. Recent discussions with 
reliable sources within the Japanese Gov- 
ernment have revealed that the entire sub- 
iect of MITI export control prices is pres- 
ently under discussion with the objective 
of reducing such prices to a more realistic 
level. A move in that direction was taken 
during the earlv part of this year by the 
reduction of MITI prices in regard to cer 
tain products, as for example. a new 
method of computation reduced the MITT 
price on sewing machine heads from $17 
to an average of $16. Further reductions 
in the MITT price on sewing machine heads 
was stated to be contemplated within the 
next few months, as are reductions in the 
prices of other articles. 

Related problems have arisen in the form 
of the financing of Japanese imvortations, 
such as the use of countervart funds in 
Javan; the manipulation of retention cer- 
tificates in Japan; the pavment for mer- 
chandise in other than the currenev of this 
eountrv to take advantage of exchanve dif- 
ferentials; and the use of a barter svstem 
of pavment. These matters cannot be dis- 
evssed at this time, but it must he stated 
that in order to avoid futyre diffienlties 
with Customs. the transection should he 
renorted in detail to the Collector mnan the 
entrv of the merchandise. The anestion of 
the nroner value at which Tananece mer- 
ehandise chould be avpraiced for dutv nur- 
nosesa, 7.¢e,. the Jower nurchase nriece or 
the hieher MTTT nrice, is presently before 
the Customs Conrt.

41ST CONVENTION ANNOUNCED 

Growth of population, increasing raw ma- 
terial needs, and greater productive capac- 
ity with requirements for larger markets 
point to the necessity for expansion of 
United States international commerce, the 
Council declared in-announcing the Forty- 
first National Foreign Trade Convention to 
be held November 15 through 17 at the 
Waldorf-Astoria in New York: 

The central theme of the convention, the 
Council stated, will be: “Expansion of World 
Trade Depends on International Goodwill 
and Integrity.” 

Important changes are taking place this 
year in conditions throughout the world, 
the Council observed, affecting production, 
marketing, financing, transportation, insur- 
ance and other fields of business. 

“Review and analysis through the con- 
vention program of these altered commer- 
cial conditions should be of great value, 
particularly in view of the competitive 
buyer’s market now prevailing in world 
commerce.” 

As fundamental to the growth of world 
trade, the Council stressed that “adherence 
to policies for peace and goodwill by the 
nations of the world, both large and small, 
is the foundation for building durable busi- 
ness and economic progress, and foran ele- 
vation of the material and spiritual condi- 
tions of life so widely desired. 

“Integrity with respect to monetary poli- 
cies and with respect to the negotiation and 
observance of contracts and other commit- 
ments is essential for the full development 
of world trade.” 

The Council expects that, as at previous 
conventions, more than 2,000 will be present 
from all sections of the country. 


TAXATION OF FOREIGN 
NATIONALS BY FRANCE 
A memorandum entitled, “The Tax Treat- 
ment of Foreign Nationals Assets and Trans- 
actions by France,” has been forwarded to 
members of the Tax Committee, Committee 





on France, and other members who have 
previously indicated an interest in this sub- 
ject.

This memorandum contains the replies of 
the Government of France, February 17, 
1954, to a questionnaire of the Economic 
and Social Council of the United Nations 
concerning direct taxes on foreign nationals 
assets and transactions. 


TAX CONVENTIONS WITH JAPAN 


The United States and Japan have signed 
two Conventions for the avoidance of double 
taxation, one relating to taxes on income, 
and the other relating to taxes on estates, 
inheritances, and gifts. The text of the 
Convention relating to taxes on income has 
been circulated to the members of the 
NFTC Committee on Japan, the Tax Com- 
mittee, and other persons who have indi- 
cated their interest. Copies of the Conven- 
tions are available on request. A limited 
supply of copies of the Convention on 
estates, inheritances, and gifts are also 
available. 


EXPORT-IMPORT BANK LOAN TO 
BRAZIL 


The President of the Export-Import Bank, 
Major Genera! Glen E. Edgerton, and the 
President of the Bank of Brazil, Senhor 
Marcos de Souza Dantas, announced a modi- 
fication of the schedule for repayment of 
the $300 million credit extended in 1953 by 
the Export-Import Bank to the Bank of 
Brazil. 

Under the new arrangement, the Bank of 
Brazil will liquidate the credit by repay- 
ment of $4.2 million each month commenc- 
ing in September instead of the $13 million 
a month specified when the loan was granted 
in April of 1953. In other words, the loan 
will be repaid by means of 72 monthly in- 
stallments instead of 24. However, it is

INTER-GOVERNMENTAL COMMODITY AGREEMENTS 


A statement concerning inter-governmental commodity agreements was adopted by 
the NFTC Board of Directors. This statement relates to a resolution on international price 
relations approved by the Economic and Social Council of the United Nations at its Lith 
session, which was held in New York City, March 29-April 30, 1954. _ : 

The ECOSOC resolution provided for the establishment within the Economic and 
Social Council of a Permanent Advisory Commission on International Commodity Trade. 
The primary function of the Commission would be to make recommendations designed to 
stabilize the prices of primary commodities and to stabilize the relationship of prices ot 
primary commodities to those of manufactured products. - nae

YEAR EXTENSION OF TRADE AGREEMENT ACT 


The President, on May 20, agreed to accept a “simple one-year extension” of the 
Trade Agreements Act which expires June 12, and recommended that the Administration's 
original program calling for a three-year renewal of the trade pacts law with further 
Presidential tariff-cutting powers be the basis of “extensive and unhurried hearings” by 
the present Congress during its forthcoming recess for consideration of the new 84th 
Congress early in 1955 ...The President's proposal, made in an exchange of correspondence 
with Charles H. Percy, president, Bell & Howell Co., contirmed earlier press reports tnat 
the Administration had “abandoned hope” of having Congress enact its tariff-cutting 
proposals embodied in H.R. 8860 which Rep. Robert W. Kean (R.-N. J.) introduced last 
month... On May 17, Rep. Allan O. Hunter (R.-Cal.) introduced H.R. 9159 which would 
end the present major role of the Executive Branch in tariff matters, and would empower 
the Tariff Commission to undertake tariff adjustments which would become law unless 
either the Senate or House, by resolution, rejected the Commission duty changes within 
a 60-day period.

CUSTOMS SIMPLIFICATION ACT—H. R. 9476 

The CBFAA has filed with the Hon. Daniel A. Reed, Chairman of the Committee on 
Ways and Means of the House of Kepresentatives, a statement in connection with hearings 
on H. R. 9476, the Customs Simplification Act of 1954. 

The statement supported in general the purposes of H. R. 9476, in so far as its require- 
ments concern a study of the tariff classification problem to simplify and revise tariff 
schedules, and to improve the procedure for classifying articles not specifically enumerated 
in the tariff schedules. 

In respect to the proposals to amend the procedures under the Anti-Dumping Act of 
1921, the CBFAA stated these provisions were “wholly inadequate to correct the faults 
of the existing anti-dumping law”, in that: 

“(1) They fail to guarantee adequate notice and hearings to the importer. 

“(2) They permit what are in effect star-chamber practices contrary to American 
principles of justice. 

“(3) There is no time limitation on the Secretary of the Treasury, before he asks the 
Tariff Commission to determine the question of injury. He could be considering the ‘fair 
value’ question for a long time before going to the Tariff Commission on the injury 
question. Retroactivity would still apply to shipments entered not more than 60 days 
before the question was presented to the Secretary. The longer the Secretary considered 
the ‘fair value’ question, the longer the period of retroactivity.” 

The CBFAA recommended that the anti-dumping proposals should provide for a 
correction of the faults outlined above.

As Ceylon is not a part of India, articles so addressed cannot be accepted for mailing, 
and senders are cautioned to address such articles correctly. 

CYPRUS—Effective at once, articles in the Postal Union mails other than letters, 
letter packages and post cards will be accepted for air dispatch to Cyprus. The air mail 
rate applicable to such articles is 50 cents for the first 2 ounces or fraction, and 30 cents 
for each additional 2 ounces or fraction.

EXPORT LICENSE REGULATIONS—The Bureau of Foreign Commerce (formerly the 
Office of International Trade), Department of Commerce, has modified its regulations 
governing the “Gift” general license so as to permit the mailing of gift parcels to other 
countries having a value up to $50 for all commodities other than restricted medicines 
(antibiotics, sulfa drugs, quinine and quinidine compounds, and remedies for malaria, 
chills, and fever). Such medicines, which heretofore have sore prohibited under the 
“Gift” general license, may now be included up to a value of $2

ROBERT E. SIMPSON DIRECTOR OF OFFICE OF ECONOMIC AFFAIRS 

Robert E. Simpson has been appointed Director of the Office of Economic Affairs of 
the Bureau of Foreign Commerce, U. S. Department of Commerce. 

Mr. Simpson, a career civil servant, came to the Department in 1947 as assistant to the 
lbirector of the European Division, and subsequently became Assistant Director of that 
Division. Since 1951 he has served as Deputy Assistant Director of the Office of Interna- 
tional Trade (now the Bureau of Foreign Commerce), and as Acting Director of the Office 
of Economic Affairs. Prior to going on active duty with the Navy in 1942, he was with the 
War Production Board and the Office of the Secretary of War. 

Under Mr. Simpson's direction, the Office of Economic Affairs, through its five geo- 
“raphie divisions, provides U. S. businessmen with economic, financial, commercial, and 
related information required in the conduct of their foreign trade and investment busi- 
ness. A sixth division compiles foreign trade statistics and analyzes U. S. international 
trade developments. 

Mr. Simpson served as a member of the United States Delegations to the Fourth, 
Sixth, and Eighth Sessions of the Contracting Parties to the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade in Geneva, Switzerland. A native of Chicago, Ill., he received his A.B. 
degree at Amherst College, Assmerst, Mass., and later attended the National Institute of 
Public Affairs in Washington, D. 


BENELUX COUNTRIES EASE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Benelux countries—Belgium, the Netherlands, and Luxembourg—have freed most 
commodities for import from the United States and other dollar areas without quantita- 
tive restrictions. 

The Netherlands Government has estimated that items covered on the common list 
of freed commodities represent about 85 percent of Netherlands imports from the United 
States in 1953. Although no corresponding estimates have been made for Belgium and 
l.uxembourg, their percentage of liberalized U. S. imports probably is close to that of 
the Netherlands, 

Adoption of this common list is a major move toward the Benelux Governments’ 
declared goal of achieving the greatest possible degree of trade liberalization with dollar 
areas, and a step toward economic integration of the Benelux countries

BRAZIL'S IMPORT-EXPORT LICENSING AND EXCHANGE CONTROLS 

A new pamphlet summarizing Brazil’s import and export licensing and exchange 
controls has just been published by the Bureau of Foreign Commerce. The 8-page pamphlet 
explains Brazil's import and export control mechanisms, and describes commodities for 
which exchange certificates must be purchased at public auction and for which import 
licenses must be obtained. It also describes exemptions from these requirements. Types 
of firms eligible to bid for exchange certificates are listed, and the criteria employed by 
the Brazilian Government in restricting imports are explained.

The program provides for the construction of such facilities as tactical airfields, 
petroleum storage tanks and distribution pipelines, tele-communications, radio naviga- 
tional aids, training areas, and radar installations required for the support of allied 
military forces assigned to NATO military headquarters, such as Supreme Headquarters 
Allied Powers Europe (SHAPE), and Supreme Allied Commander Atlantic (SACLANT) 

Construction projects in Norway, Denmark, the United Kingdom, the Netherlands, 
Relgium, Luxembourg, France, Portugal, Italy, Greece, and Turkey are included in the 
program. These projects are in addition to national military construction programs of 
the individual countries. 

Total cost of the program is estimated to exceed $2 billion. Authorizations already 
granted for approved programs total $1.6 billion. of which a substantial amount still is 
available for international competitive bidding. The remaining $400 million is earmarked 
for programs during 1954-56. Currency of payment will be determined by the country 
ealling for bids 

Under a ruling of the North Atlantic Council, contracts for NATO infrastructure 
projects normally are let under a system of international competitive bidding to assure 
m2aximum economy and to make sure that NATO countries financing these projects get 
maximum returns in both defense and monetary value.

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
exports of domestic and foreign merchandise climbed from $1,123.0 million in March to 
$1,420.9 million in April, a level about 26% above the 1954 first quarter average of 
$1,132.0 million and approximately 8% above the 1953 monthly average of $1,313.7 million 
Meanwhile, general imports rose from $858.0 to $957.2 million, or to approximately 15% 
above tne 1954 first quarter average of $833.6 million and 6% above the 1953 monthly 
average of $906.2 million. During the same period, however, exports under the Mutual 
Security Program showed a decline from $203.6 to $167.4 million. During the first four 
months of 1954, exports, including M.S.P. (military) shipments, were valued at $4,816.8 
million, or about 9% below the comparable 1953 four month total of $5,276.2 million. 
M.S.P. (military) exports amounted to $724.7 million during the first four months of 1954, 
totalling $503.3 million less than shipments valued at $1,228.0 million under this program 
during the same period in 1953. With M.S.P. (military) shipments excluded, exports 
during the first four months of 1954 were valued at $4,092.1 million, or slightly above 
the comparable 1953 total of $4,048.2 million. Imports during the first four months of 
1954 were valued at $3,458.1 million as compared with the 1953 four month total of $3,796.1 
million. [F.T. 900.]

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—DRAW BACK 

In order to permit the notice of lading to be filed either before or after lading in all 
cases in which articles are laden on certain vessels or aircraft for use thereon as supplies, 
peeemees (c) of section 22.18 of the Customs Regulations is hereby amended to read as 
Page 1431 

(c) A notice of lading on customs Form 7515 shall be filed in quadruplicate with 
the collector of customs at the port of lading. Such notice shall show the name of 
the vessel or identity of the aircraft on which the articles were, or are to be, laden, 
the number and kind of packages and their marks and numbers, the description of 
the articles and their weight (net), gauge, measure, or number, the name of the 
exporter, and the name of the port where the drawback entry is to be filed. The 
notice of lading may be filed before or after lading of the articles but, if filed after 
lading, it shall be filed within 3 years after exportation and shall show the date of 
clearance or departure of the vessel or aircraft. The collector shall assign a number 
to each notice of lading. After numbering, one copy of the notice shall be returned 
to the exporter for delivery to the master or an authorized officer of the vessel or 
aircraft for certification thereon as to the receipt of the articles and the quantity laden. 
This copy shall be filed by the claimant with the drawback entry, except that, in cases 
where the notice of lading was filed after the lading of the articles, a separate receipt 
of the master or authorized officer of the vessel or aircraft may be filed with the 
drawback entry. [T.D. 53497]

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS = : 

Cigarette lighters imported with only the finger piece assemblies, consisting of finger 
piece, finger piece shaft, and spring, missing are considered to be substantially complete 
and, if within the description set forth in part (a) of T. D. 47001, shall be excluded from 
entry. However, in view of the fact that it has been the practice at certain ports to 
admit such incomplete lighters, this ruling shall apply only to merchandise offered for 
entry afcer June 6, 1954.

DOCUMENTATION OF VESSELS 

Approval of charters of vessels by the Maritime Administration for operation in the 
ceoustwise trade.—The maritime Administrator, United States Department of Commerce, 
has ruled as follows: “The standard of citizenship defined by section 802 is so definite 
and significant that it is obvious that Congress intended to exclude from operation in 
the coastwise trade of the United States corporations less than 75 per centum owned by 
citizens of the United States. * * * Since only citizens of the United States, as defined 
by section 802, * * * may operate in the coastwise trade, the Maritime Administration 
would not and could not approve, pursuant to sections 808 and 835, Title 46, U. S. C., an 
application for the bareboat charter of a vessel to a corporation which is not qualified to 
operate in the trade for which such approval is requested.” The Bureau shall be advised 
if any violation of law within the meaning of the above should come to your attention.

CLASSIFICATION 

American goods returned—Advancement in value or improvement in condition of 
American-made articles—Loss of such advancement, as by disassembly.—An advancement 
in value or improvement in condition within the meaning of paragraph 1615 (a), Tariff Act 
of 1930, as amended, and T. D. 52191, does not occur by reason of an attachment which is 
so simple that no significant cost or value could be attributed thereto. 

When an advancement in value or improvement in condition has been lost because 
of factors such as disassembly in certain circumstances, the returned American-made 
articles are entitled to classification under paragraph 1615 (a). In determining this 
question, or the broader question of whether an advancement in value or improvement 
in condition exists at the time of importation in any case, the overall value and condition 
of the article at the time it was exported from the United States shall be compared with 
its overall value and condition at the time of return to the United States. Such values 
and conditions shall be considered in the light of the purposes for which the articles may 
be used after return to the United States.

MISCELLANEOUS 

Foreign Trade Zones—Subassemblies of cigarette lighter parts assembled in the 
foreign trade zone by combining privileged domestic merchandise with nonprivileged 
foreign merchandise. Procedure for establishing dutiable walue of and rate of duty 
applicable to the nonprivileged component.—Duty-paid parts of cigarette lighters acquired 
a privileged domestic status under section 30.7 of the Customs Regulations and were 
combined in a zone with nonprivileged foreign merchandise to form subassemblies 
classifiable as parts of cigarette lighters under paragraph 1527 (c), Tariff Act of 1930, 
The report of appraisement shall state separately the cost of the labor expended in the 
zone in combining the privileged and nonprivileged components, and the values (im- 
mediately prior to combining) of (1) the domestic privileged merchandise component and 
(2) the nonprivileged foreign merchandise component. In the adjustment in liquidation 
under section 30.14 (1) of the Customs Regulations, the total cost of the labor expended 
in the zone in combining the components shall be distributed to the privileged and non- 
privileged components in accordance with their relative values, as stated in the report 
of appraisement. The dutiable value of the nonprivileged foreign component shall be the 
sum of its value prior to manipulation and the proportionate part of the cost of manipula- 
tion attributed to it, and such dutiable value shall be the basis for determining the rate 
of duty applicable to it.

FINAL APPRAISED VALUE 

Under the Tariff Act of 1930, importers were placed at a disadvantage whenever the 
appraised value determined by customs was different from the entered value, or 
value as subsequently amended by the importer. If such entered value was 
duty was nevertheless assessed on the basis of 
the entered value. On the other hand, if the final appraised value was higher than the 
entered value, then the importer was subject to additional duty of one per cent of the 
final appraised value of the merchandise for each one per cent that such final value 
exceeded the entered value. Both of these provisions were repealed by the Customs 
Simplification Act of 1953, which became effective on September 7, 1953. 

The Bureau of Customs, on May 28th, issued two letters of instructions to Collectors 
of Customs regarding the settlement of cases where the entry was made prior to Septem- 
1953, but the final appraised value was only determined after that date. Circular

Letter No. 2879 contains a ruling that where the entry 


and appraised after that date at a value lower than the entered value, the importer has 
the right to amend his entered values to correspond with the lower final appraised value. 


Circular Letter No. 2856, Supplement 2, provides that additional duties will have accrued 
Section 489 where the merchandise was appraised before September Tth, if the 
final appraised value is higher, irrespective of when the appraisement of such merchan- 
dise becomes final. As to merchandise entered prior to September 7, 1953, but appraised 
on and after that date, no additional duties will accrue even though the final appraised 
value exceeds the importer’s entered value. 
The full text of these two important circular letters follows: 
Section 18(d) of the Customs Simplification Act eliminated the requirement in section 
j0if(a), Tariff Act of 1930, for the assessment of duties at ad valorem rates on the entered 
alue or the final appraised value, whichever is higher, and provides that such duties shall be 


assessed on the final appraised value. 

Merchandise entered for consumption prior to September 7, 1953, is subject to the provisions 
tf section 503(a) before the above-mentioned amendment. However, the right to amend entered 
values under section 487, Tariff Act of 1930, to the extent necessary to enable an importer to 
reduce his entered value to meet a proposed appraisement at a lower value, continued in the 
case of merchandise entered for consumption prior to September 7, 1953, which remains un- 
appraised. In these cases, if a contemplated appraisement is lower than the entered value, the 
importer shall be given an opportunity to file an entry amended as to value. 

n the case of merchandise entered for consumption prior to September 7, 1953, if appraised 
after that date at a value lower than the entered value, the importer shall be given an oppor- 
tunity to amend the entered value, nunc pro tunc, because of the confusion which has existed 
with respect to the right to amend entered values and the effect of the repeal of the provision 
for assessment of duties on the entered or appraised values, whichever is higher.

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FINAL APPRAISED VALUE—BUREAU OF CUSTOMS—Continued 
for consumption on or after September 7, 1953, is dutiable on the final appraised value 
regardless of the date of entry or appraisement. If the warehouse entry has been 
liquidated on the basis of any value other than the final appraised value, the entry shall 
be reliquidated on the basis of the final appraised value with respect to the goods with- 
drawn from warehouse on or after September 7, 1953, irrespective of whether 60 days has 
elapsed from the date of liquidation and nothwithstanding no protest may have been 
filed under section 514. (C/L 2879.) 

In numbered paragraph (1) of Bureau Circular Letter No. 2856, dated August 24, 19538, 
it is stated: 

. No additional duties for undervaluation will accrue with respect to any merchandise if 
the appraisement thereof has not become final before September 7, 1953. 

The application of the conclusion stated was suspended by Supplement 1 of October 8, 
1953, to the circular cited, pending a further examination of the point. It has now been decided 
that in the case of any merchandise which was appraised before September 7, 1958, the effec- 
tive date of the Customs Simplification Act of 1953, additional duties will have accrued under 
section 489, Tariff Act of 1930, as it existed before amendment, if the final appraised value is 
higher than the entered value by 1 per centum or more, irrespective of when the appraisement 
of such merchandise becomes final. 

On the other hand, since the provisions of section 489 of the Tariff Act expired on September 
7, 1953, merchandise appraised on and after September 7, 1958, is subject only to regular duties, 
even though the appraised value exceeds the importer’s entered value. (C/L 2856, Supp. 2.) 


TARIFF CLASSIFICATION OF BICYCLE CHAIN 

In the case of Henry Greenberg & Bros. Export & Import Co., Inc. v. United States, 
published as C. D. 1592 and decided March 4, 1954, long lengths of bicycle chain were held 
classifiable under the provision in paragraph 329 for chain of all kinds, made of iron or 
steel, and less than five-sixteenths of 1 inch in diameter. In so doing, the court overruled 
the collector's classification of the merchandise as parts of chains for transmission of 
power under the same paragraph. 

The Bureau has been informed that the Customs Section, Civil Division, Department 
of Justice believes that evidence can now be obtained to support the Government's posi- 
tion and proposes to retry the issue involved. 

Therefore, you shall limit the application of C. D. 1592 to the merchandise which was 
the subject of that action pending a new ruling by the court. [T.D. 53486.]

Drawback is aiso allowable upon the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise 
meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol on which internal 
revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or produced with the use 
of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or

SALE OF MERCHANDISE AFFECTED BY SECTION 500.204 OF THE 
FOREIGN ASSETS CONTROL REGULATIONS 


There is quoted below, for your information and guidance, a communication from 
the Acting Director, Foreign Assets Control, dated April 7, 1954, in respect of this 
subject matter: 

The Foreign Assets Control Regulations prohibit the unlicensed sale by collectors of 
customs of merchandise affected by Section 500.204 of the Foreign Assets Control Regula- 
tions. Collectors of customs are henceforth authorized to sell unclaimed and abandoned 
ee handise pursuant to Section 20.3 through 20.6 of the Customs Regulations provided 
that: 

(1) such merchandise was imported prior to January 1, 1953, 

— failure to sell such merchandise would prejudice the recovery of proceeds suf- 
ficient to meet Customs duties and storage and other charges on the merchandise, and 

(3) the merchandise is valued at less than $5,000.

Any collector desiring to effect the sale of merchandise affected by Section 500.204 
which qualifies under (1) and (2) above but which is valued at $5,000 or more should 
apply directly to the Foreign Assets Control by letter for permission to do so. Each such 
letter should set forth a complete description of the merchandise, the name of the 
importer, the date of importation, the country from which exported, the estimated 
amounts of duties and other charges against the merchandise, as well as any other 
circumstances which the collector may deem relevant. ‘ . 

Every collector of customs effecting « sale pursuant to the foregoing authorization 
or pursuant to other written authorization from the Foreign Assets Control shall within 
30 days of each such sale report to the Foreign Assets Control, Treasury Department, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C., with respect to each lot of merchandise so sold. These reports shall be on 
Form TFAC-C-1, a supply of which is obtainable directly from the Foreign Assets Control 
upon request. : ; 

In the notice to the consignee regarding the sale of such merchandise provided for 
in section 20.5(j) of the Customs Regulations, the consignee should be advised that 
entry may only be filed prior to the date of sale of the merchandise on condition a Foreign 
Assets Control License is presented. 

The foregoing constitutes a license to sell unclaimed and abandoned merchandise as 
outlined above insofar as the requirements of Foreign Assets Control are concerned. 
It is to be noted that the usual customs procedures must be followed. Proceeds of sale 
may be disposed of as provided for in the Customs Regulations. (C/L 2839—Supp. 5.)

Public hearing will commence on July 13, 1954, in connection with the investigation 
instituted by the U. S. Tariff Commission last March on imports of articles which in the 
calendar year 1953 had an average equivalent rate of duty of 50 per cent ad valorem or 
higher. This investigation is being conducted under the provisions of section 332%), 
Tariff Act of 1930, at the direction of the Senate Committee on Finance. The Commission 
must report the results of this investigation to the Chairman of that Committee on or 
before December 1, 1954. 

Specifically, the Commission must investigate and report with respect to each article 
now dutiable at or above that rate in order to determine (1) the limit to which a modi- 
fication, imposition, or continuance of such a rate of duty may be made or extended 
Without causing or threatening serious injury to the domestic industry producing like 
or directly competitive articles; and (2) if an increase in the duty or additional import 
restrictiogs are required to avoid serious injury to the domestic industry, what is the 
minimum increase in duty or additional import restrictions required. The Commission 
points out that the findings resulting from this investigation are for the information of 
the Senate Finance Committee, and are not to be regarded as “peril point’ tindings for 
the purpose of Section 3 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951, or any other law 

In connection with this investigation and the proposed public hearings, the Commis- 
sion has issued a List of articles on which the ad valorem equivalent of the present rate 
of duty is 50% or higher. This list is set forth by tariff paragraphs, and by the commodity 
class numbers specified in Sehedule A, Statistical Classification of Commodities Imported 
into the United States. 

A copy of this List may be secured directly from the “United States Tariff Commission, 
Sth & E Street, N.W., Washington, D. C."" The public hearings will follow generally the 
order of the fifteen tariff schedules. That is, it is expected that on July 13th, the public 
hearings will start with the articles in the List dutiable under the paragraphs in 
Schedule 1, and then continue to Schedule 2, and so on until all the 15 schedules in the 
Diutiable List of the Tariff Act are covered. 

Those interested in this investigation may submit (a) a written statement, or (b) 
appear at the public hearings to make an oral presentation. In these statements, or in 
the oral presentation, the Tariff Commission will only accept views or arguments with 
respect to any one of the about 400 specific articles in the List mentioned. Discussion of 
articles other than these listed, or of general tariff policy, or of other matters outside the 
scope of the investigation should not be included in the written statement, and will not 
be permitted in the public hearing. Written statements must be under oath, and fifteen 
copies of the statement must be submitted to the Commission as early as possible, but 
not later than July 13, 1954. Those who want to make an oral statement must file a 
request with the Secretary of the Tariff Commission not later than July 1, 1954, mentioning 
the tariff paragraph number and “Schedule A” number of the article or articles on which 
they wish to speak
